G.S.R. 764(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 21, read with Section 7 of the 
Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central Government hereby makefile following rules to amend the Coinage (Standard 
Weight and Remedy of Commemorative Coins) of the Hundred Rupees (containing Cilver 50%, Copper 40%, Nickel 5% and 
Zinc 5%), Ten Rupees (containing Copper 75% and Nickel 25%) and One Rupee Ferritic Stainless Steel (containing Iron 82% 
and Chromium 18%) coined in honour of “VEER DURGADASS” Rules, 2003, namely:— 

1. (1) These rales may be called the Coinage (Standard Weight and Remedy of Commemorative Coins) of the Hundred 
Rupees (containing Silver 50%, Copper 40%, Nickel 5% and Zinc 5%),Ten Rupees (containing Copper 75% and N ickel 25%) 
mid One Rupee Femtic Stainless Steel (containing Eon 82% and Chromium 18%) coined in honour of “VEER DURGADASS” 
(Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Coinage (Standard Weight and Remedy of Commemorative Coins) of the Hundred Rupees (containing Silver 
50%, Copper 40%, Nickel 5% and Zinc 5%), Ten Rupees (containing Copper 75% and Nickel 25%) and One Rupee Ferritic 
Stainless Steel (containing Iron 82% and Chromium 18%) coined in honour of “VEER DURGADASS” Rules, 2003, in 
rule 1, for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rale shall be substituted, namely 

“(1) These rules may be called the Coinage of the Hundred Rupees, Ten Rupees and One Rupee coined in honour of 
“VEER DURGADASS” Rules, 2003.”
